* The brief presented the pur- 


pose, projects, accomplishments, 
and aims of the Federation. At 
present 31 universities and col- 
leges are members representing 
over 80,000 -of Canada’s 100,000 
university students. NFCUS is run 
through a national secretariat at 
Ottawa headed by a full time 
salaried president and an execu- 
tive secretary. The current presi- 
dent, Jacques Gerin of the Uni- 
versity of Montreal, was elected 
at the Federation’s annual con- 
vention held in Saskatoon. 

Every college is represented 
through its student council presi- 
dent. NFCUS itself presents 
Canadian views through the In- 
ternational Student Conference, 
a worldwide organization of na- 
tional federations. John Ganley, 
CSR president, .will appoint a 
committee chairman who will sit 
on the Board of Student Activi- 
ties. 

Heenan pointed out that 
NFCUS presents the students’ 
view “in any issue which may 
come up.” While 30% of college- 
age Canadians are fit for a ter- 
tiary education, only 8% actu- 
ally attend. Through its efforts 
the Canadian Council has accept- 
ed sponsorship of a national se- 
minar held each year on some 
topic of concern to students. 
NFCUS also holds a National 
Student Day to present the stu- 
dent case to the public. 

Formal ratification of member- 
ship by NFCUS will come at the 
annual convention next fall.

28-30, confers the right to use CUP’s wire service, and to 
use any other services available. The wire service supplies 





» all member papers with stories of national interest. 


“According to its constitution. 
thé’ purpose of CUP “‘shall be to 
provide a national press service 
to Canadian university 


for student journalists to improve 
the standard of student journal- 
ism.”" 

“The ultimate aim of CUP 
shall be to increase students’ 
knowledge of Canada as a whole 
and in special their knowledge 
of students and student activi- 
ties in other sections of the na- 
tion.” 

The NEWS will become the 
24th member of CUP. Most uni- 
versity, papers are members in- 
eluding the McGill Daily, The 
Georgian, and Le Quartier Latin. 
Total circulation of member pa- 
pers is over 80,000. All but three 
of the present member papers 
appear weekly or more frequent- 
ly. Two, McGill Daily and the

Now they rot in their in- 
famous haunt awaiting death. 

Somewhere in Budapest, on the 
snow-blanketed campus of some 
obscure university, a similar num- 
ber of youths have gathered smok- 
ing, drinking, joking, calling to 
mind. the vivid memory of the 
abortive uprising in which they 
were once a vital organ, in an ob- 
scure way, and they scoff at the 
authorities who have allowed mur- 
derers to breathe fresh, free winter 
air. 

Which is the true picture? 

Where are these students? 

The American television idol Ed 
Sullivan, who has charmed and 
captured the hearts of his audi- 
ence, the American people, adopt- 
ing the guise of the perennial pes- 
simist, urged that protests, on 
behalf of the hundred and fifty 
Hungarian students who were sup- 
posedly going to be executed for 
their participation in the Hunga- 
rian boodbath of 1956, he sent to 
the Hungarian government. The 
university students, the self-deem- 
ed spokesmen of the democratic 


west, rallied to the support of the 


Hungarian youths. 


dian University Students urged the 
employment of caution by Cana- 
dian students until the two heads 
of state, John Diefenbaker, the 
Prime Minister of Canada, and 
Nikita Khrushchev, the Premier 
of the USSR, declared whether or 
not these accusations were valid. 


Rallying to the Communist camp, 
the Socialist Youth League of Can- 
ada lodged a formal complaint 
with the NFCUS secretariat at 
Ottawa University, and staged two 
rallies at the University of Mani- 
toba. The complaint, registered at 
Ottawa, which accused the secre- 
tariat of advocating the sending of 
a protest letter to Hungary, was 
refuted, while the two rallies at the 
University of Manitoba were dis- 
persed by rioting, very much anti- 
communist demonstrators. : 


What has all the rioting and 
screaming proved? 


Mr. Sullivans’ plea, worthy of 
any democratic conscious soul, 
only too painfully illustrates the 
fickle, unstable temperament of 
the American. (It was also a bit 
of magnificent propaganda on the 
part of Mr. Sullivan for it insured 
the rabid support of the Hungarian 
refugees and would ultimately 
boost his Nielson television 
ratings.)) That an insignificant 
columnist could arouse the North 
American continent to such heights 
as to hurl accusations and insults 
at a nation and a nation’s way of 
life is surely a deplorable reality.

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Loyola’s Poor Effort 
On Charity’s Behalf 


'& GLANCE at page one of the last issue of 

the NEWS shows the resounding headline 
“Charities Fund Totals $102.85”. This refers 
to the collection taken up a few weeks ago 
on behalf of the annual campaign of the Fed- 
eration of Catholic Charities, Montreal’s. chief 
Catholic welfare organization. 

Simple arithmetic tells us that some 775 
students contributed an average of 13 cents! 
Even if we account for the fact that, through 
poor advertising and- management, not every 
one was canvassed, any figure we supply will 
still sound disgraceful: Comparison with sim- 
ilar drives elsewhere only serves to compound 
the disgrace. It is indeed humiliating that 
Loyola’s name should be connected with such 


_a poor effort. 


_ An opportunity to redeem ourselves has, 
however, been presented. The CSR has taken 
over the Christmas Poor Drive held in pre- 
vious years by the Sodality. Converted into a 
Charity Fund, it will not confine itself to a 
one-shot gift to poor families at Christmas 
time. Rather it is to be made available all 
year round for any student-sponsored work 
of Christian Charity. 

It is only natural to suppose that this will 
be taken advantage of chiefly by the Sodality, 
which has an immediate concern with the 
works of mercy. However, it will be avail- 
able for any student or society interested, 
making it a truly school-wide project. 

When budgeting for Christmas gifts, stu- 
dents should remember that they have an 
obligation to help the poor. The fund is seek- 
ing for a minimum of three dollars. It isn’t 
asking too much to give up a few beers for 
those who don’t have enough money to feed 
or clothe themselves. Students are going to 
have to dig deeper to maintain Loyola’s repu- 
tation of Catholic leadership.

Loyola 
has now added a further channel for getting 
its position aired before outside groups. The 
council seemed to overlook this point, that the 
College benefits by having its opinions voiced 
in public. 

This has been a year of activity for Loyola 
on the external front. NFCUS, WUS, the 
National Conference of Canadian Universi- 
ties, are all adding Loyola to their lists. Even 
the NEWS is getting into the act by joining 
CUP. . 

We can only trust that these organizations 
will help advance us as a College and as indi- 
viduals. Whether such aid is tangible or not 
need not be a consideration.

We were indeed astonished by 
the depth of Edwin Hourihan’s 
vision, And, as we remembered 
the comments of the’ college 
newspaper and the letter of some 
student, we immediately grasped 
the significance of the debate.

For our own part, we can lay claim to a few more 
steps in the direction of a perfect paper. The above-noted 
expansion, from ten issues to a projected twenty each 
year, is an accomplishment in itself. (Previously the NEWS | 
had not budged an inch in 19 years). Secondly, we like 
to feel the reader is getting more information and more 
interesting material, in more accurate and complete stories, 
presented in a layout designed for easy readability. | 
Thirdly, our membership in Canadian University Press 
will serve to bring Loyola closer to other Canadian Col- 
leges and make each student more conscious of his role in 
national affairs.
